Chicago 

Illinois’ highest court agreed Tues- 
day to decide whether Rahm Eman- 
uel can run for Chicago mayor, and 
justices ordered election officials 
not to print any ballots without his 
name until they rule on the case. 

The state Supreme Court action 
bought valuable time for the former 
White House chief of staff, who a 
day earlier was kicked off the bal- 
lot by an appeals court. 

But with less than a week to 
go before the first early ballots are 
cast, a number of potential scenari- 
os loomed, including the possibility 
that Emanuel would have to resort 
to a write-in campaign or wage a 
desperate bid to take the matter to 
federal court. 

Emanuel, who had been the 
heavy favorite to lead the nation’s 
third-largest city, pressed ahead 
with confidence and said he was 
doubling his campaign by add- 
ing more stops to his already busy 


schedule. 

“I am clear that I think that we 
will succeed because of the thor- 
oughness of our argument,” he said 
at an event where he received an 
endorsement from the Teamsters. 
He said he was “more determined 
to see this through so the people 
have a right to make the choice for 
themselves.” 

Emanuel asked the Illinois 


Supreme Court to overturn an 
appeals court ruling, which pulled 
his name off the ballot because he 
did not live in Chicago for a year 
before the Feb. 22 election. 

Until October, the former Chi- 
cago congressman had been living 
in Washington working for Presi- 
dent Obama. The state Supreme 
Court justices said they would expe- 
dite the case but gave no specific 


Political Ties 

The court that will decide wheth- 
er Rahm Emanuel can run for mayor 
of Chicago is no stranger to politics. 
The four Democrats and three Re- 
publicans on the Illinois Supreme 
Court are elected in contests that 
can be vicious and expensive. Some 
justices have long-standing politi- 
cal ties. That includes Justice Anne 
Burke, who is married to a powerful 
Chicago alderman who supports an 
Emanuel rival. But experts say the 
court tends to stick to the law and

Life for GItmo Detainee 



Judge: CIA’s conduct 
‘pales in comparison’ 
to embassy attacks 

New York 

A judge sentenced the first Guan- 
tanamo detainee to have a U.S. 
civilian trial to life in prison Tues- 
day, saying anything he suffered 
at the hands of the CIA and others 
“pales in comparison to the suffer- 
ing and the horror” caused by the 
bombing of two U.S. embassies in 
Africa in 1998. 

U.S. District Judge Lewis A. 
Kaplan sentenced Ahmed Ghailani 
to life, calling the attacks “horrific” 
and saying the deaths and damage 
they caused far outweighs “any and 
all considerations that have been 
advanced on behalf of the defen- 
dant.” He also ordered Ghailani to 
pay $33 million in restitution. 

Kaplan announced the sentence 
in a packed Manhattan courtroom 
after calling it a day of justice for 
the defendant, as well as for the 
families of 224 people who died in 
the al-Qaeda bombings, including 
a dozen Americans, and thousands 


more who were injured. 

Ghailani, 36, was convicted late 
last year of conspiring to destroy gov- 
ernment buildings but acquitted of 
more than 200 counts of murder and 
dozens of other charges. The charge 
carries a mandatory minimum of 20 
years in prison and a maximum of 
life. He had asked for leniency, say- 
ing he never intended to kill anyone 
and he was tortured. 

The judge said he wanted a sen- 
tence that “makes it crystal clear 
that others engaged or contemplat- 
ing engaging in deadly acts of ter- 


rorism risk enormously serious con- 
sequences.” He said he was satisfied 
that Ghailani knew and intended 
that people would be killed. 

Before sentencing, defense 
attorney Peter Quijano portrayed 
his client as a hero, saying he had 
provided U.S. authorities with 
“intelligence and information that 
arguably saved lives, and I submit 
that is not hyperbole.” 

Assistant U.S. Attorney Michael 
Farbiarz called Ghailani “a man 
who cannot muster a moment of 
contrition.” (ap) 


Blackwater Lawsuit Tossed Out

Raleigh, N.C. 

A federal judge has tossed a law- 
suit that blamed the security com- 
pany formerly known as Blackwa- 
ter for the deaths of four contractors 
killed in a grisly 2004 ambush on 
the restive streets of Iraq. 

U.S. District Judge James C. 
Fox said court-ordered arbitration 
fell apart because neither side was 
paying the costs of that process, so 
he decided to shut the case nearly 
seven years after the killings. Katy 
Helvenston, the mother of contrac- 
tor Scott Helvenston, said Tues- 
day the families couldn’t afford 
the costs, and she fears the case is 
over. The lawsuit was filed about a 
year after the men’s deaths.

‘Day of Rage’ in Lebanon

Is Sarles a Good Pick? 


Q What a disappointing pick by the 
board.

The work along Route 123 is mostly con- 
fined to the north side of the roadway. The 
work along the Dulles Toll Road is largely 
confined to the median. But along Route 7, 
it’s necessary to eliminate the service roads, 
shift all the travel lanes outward, and create 
a median that will not only contain the new 
rail line but also two new stations. The utility 
relocation alone took a couple of years. 


Q Do you know why certain bus routes 
change drivers in the middle of a 
route instead of at the end destination? It 
takes two to three minutes to adjust mir- 
rors and seats while the drivers often end 
up talking for a few moments to each other. 
We, the passengers, then sit idle on the bus 
wondering when we're going to move. 

I’ve seen bus drivers change shifts at the 
ends of the line and at various points along 
routes, including along Georgia Avenue on 
the 70s line, but am not sure how the deci- 
sion is made on selecting the point. Just a 
guess: that the point selected is either at 
the end of a line or near a bus garage or a 
bus route that connects with a garage. The 
scenario you’re describing doesn’t sound 
as bad to me as the delays that occur at 
the start of a route, where the passengers 
must remain standing outside the bus — 
in the cold or other bad weather — while 
the transition is made.

Urns Set to Be Returned to Army 



Owner of vessels from 
Arlington Cemetery 
drops auction plan 

Alexandria 

The owner of a pair of towering, 
decorative urns that were origi- 
nally part of Arlington National 
Cemetery’s Memorial Amphithe- 
ater told Army officials on Tuesday 
that he would return them, saying 
that they belong at the nation’s 
most revered burial ground, not 
on the auction block. 

The 9-foot-tall marble urns, 
which were replaced during a ren- 
ovation of the amphitheater in the 
mid-1990s, were to be put up for 
public sale by the Potomack Com- 
pany, an Alexandria auction house, 
next weekend. 

But after being informed of the 
sale by The Washington Post, the 
Department of the Army, which 
oversees the cemetery, asked the 
auction house to postpone the sale 
“pending additional research to 


determine rightful ownership and 
disposition.” 

Several preservation groups 
expressed outrage that the urns, 
which appear in many historic 
photographs of the cemetery, were 
being put on the auction block. 

“I am very happy they are going 
to have a good resting place,” said 


Darryl Savage, an antiques dealer 
who acquired the urns in 1997. 

The return of the urns may have 
pleased preservationists who had 
criticized the Army for not bet- 
ter protecting them, but it does 
not end the mystery of how they 
ended up in private hands in the 
first place.

For 14 years. Savage has had 
them on display at DHS Designs, 
his antiques shop in Queenstown 
on Maryland’s Eastern Shore. He 
said he purchased the urns from 
another dealer involved in the 
amphitheater renovation, who he 
would not identify. 

Army officials said the renova- 
tion’s original request for propos- 
als instructed contractors to “dis- 
pose” of the urns. 

But the Army has not been able 
to locate the contract and could 
not provide details about how the 
urns were to be disposed.

Obama says only

Trying to lift the nation and his 
own political fortunes. President 
Obama on Tuesday sought to pro- 
mote a jobs agenda blending con- 
centrated spending and a fresh bid 
to control the country’s staggering 
debt. He faced a more skeptical and 
divided Congress and an electorate 
demanding results in an economy- 
heavy State of the Union address. 

In brief excerpts of his speech, 
released before the speech Tues- 
day evening by the White House, 
Obama said the American people 
are counting on their leaders to cre- 
ate jobs in the United States, not 
watch them go elsewhere. 

“At stake right now is not who 
wins the next election,” Obama 
said. “After all, we just had an 
election.” 

Halfway through his term, 
Obama stepped into this moment 
on the upswing, with a series of 
recent legislative vHns in his pocket 
and praise from all corners for the 
way he responded to the shooting 
rampage in Arizona that targeted 
a member of Congress. 

But the political reality is that 
he must now find a way to lead a 
divided government for the first 
time, with more than half of all 
Americans disapproving of the way 
he is handling the economy — the 
topic dominating both his speech 
and a 2012 re-election campaign 
that has already begun. 

Details of the speech began 
leaking in advance. Obama was 
to call for a five-year freeze on all 
discretionary government spend- 
ing outside of national security, 
the White House said. That would 
be almost identical to the freeze 
Obama called for in his address 


Obama’s 
Silent Approach 

More than two months after his 
bipartisan deficit commission first 
unveiled a blueprint for reining in the 
national debt, President Obama has 
yet to take a position on it, and ad- 
ministration officials said he would 
not do so in his address. That deci- 
sion has cheered liberals concerned 
about recommendations that target 
Social Security, such as an increase 
in the retirement age and cuts in 
benefits for well-off retirees. But it 
has disappointed balanced-budget 
advocates, who see little chance for 
progress if the president is unwilling 
to use the political cover provided 
by the bipartisan commission to 
chart a bold course forward. 
Democrats say the president views 
this as the beginning of a negotia- 
tion with resurgent Republicans, and 
considered it important not to give 
away too much too soon. Even some 
Republicans acknowledge that GOP 
newcomers may find it difficult to 
swallow specific spending cuts that 
hit hometown businesses, (twp) 


to the nation last year at this time, 
and, ultimately, it may have little 
effect, as Congress decides the bud- 
get on its own terms. 

This year’s speech featured a 
more sober, civil and emotional 
setting. One seat was to remain 
empty in honor of Democratic 
Rep. Gabrielle Giffords of Arizo- 
na, who is recovering from a bul- 
let wound from the Jan. 8 assassi- 
nation attempt against her that left 
six people dead. Many in both par- 
ties were to wear black-and-white 
lapel pins, signifying the deaths in 
Tucson and the hopes of the sur- 
vivors. Family members of some 
victims were to sit with first lady 
Michelle Obama. 

In an attempt at unity after 
the attack, some Democratic and 


Republican lawmakers planned to 
sit together. The focus on a new 
tone comes a year after Obama’s 
rebuke of a Supreme Court deci- 
sion in his State of the Union 
speech led Justice Samuel Alito 
to mouth back from the audience, 
“Not true.” 

The president’s speech focused 
on federal spending for education, 
innovation and infrastructure as 
ways the government can support 
the country’s foundation and help 
businesses create jobs for a gener- 
ation. He was pairing that with a 
call to reduce the federal debt and 
to make the government leaner. 

In detailing the challenges that 
lie ahead of the country, Obama 
looked back to the Cold War era for 
inspiration of what Americans can

GOP Moves First 

Moving to keep a campaign 
promise to slash the federal 
budget. Republicans control- 
ling the House Tuesday went on 
record to return most domestic 
agencies to 2008 budget levels 
in place before President Obama 
took office. 

The 256-165 vote came on 
a symbolic measure but is an 
opening salvo in an upcom- 
ing battle overthe budget that 
will pit the House GOP against 
Obama and the Democrat-con- 
trolled Senate. 

The vote comes on a non- 
binding resolution that promis- 
es cuts approaching 20 percent 
of the budgets foragencies such 
as the Education and Commerce 
departments when Congress 
wraps up the budget for the cur- 
rent fiscal year.

Now, the Hoyas are coming 
back from a weeklong break after a 
difficult stretch of games that ended 
with wins against Rutgers and Seton 
Hall in New Jersey.

The time to rest, recuperate and 
improve on some deficiencies gives 
the now 14-5 (3-4 in Big East) team 
confidence it can be on the right side 
of the result this time around. 

“There are a few things we’re going 
to do differently,” Wright said. “We 
weren’t very sharp on the offensive 
end, they slowed us down with their 
matchups a little bit, transition defense 
was poor. We just didn’t play well; we 
played very lethargic in that game. 
Myself, Austin [Freeman], we got some 
things, we got a chip on our shoulder 
because it’s St. John’s and, historically, 
it’s probably our biggest rival, so we’re 
going to be ready.” 

Austin’s Powers 

As he has for the past several weeks, 
senior Austin Freeman stressed his 
need to be aggressive in order to make 
things happen for either himself or 


his teammates. The best way for 
Freeman to do that is by “attacking 
the defense, taking an open shot when 
I have it, rebounding and helping my 
teammates on the offensive end if 
they’re open.” 

And that’s just what the shooting 
guard has been doing of late. 

The preseason choice for Big East 
player of the year was named the 
league’s player of the week for the 
first time this year Monday after 
scoring 28 points in Georgetown’s 
comeback win against Seton Hall. 
He made 10 of his 13 shots, including 
going three of four on attempts from 
3-point range. After some down 
performances, including against 
West Virginia, Freeman has bounced 
back to be third in the league in 
scoring (18.5 points per game) and 
has scored at least 20 points eight

No Joke — 

Former Wizards top 
pick survives barbs 
to forge a key role

It’s been almost 10 years since then- 
Wizards boss Michael Jordan made 
Kwame Brown the No. 1 overall 
draft pick. For Brown, that’s meant 
a decade of ridicule. 

From the immediate barbs he 
took from Jordan as a rookie to 


being booed every time he touched 
the ball in his return to Washington 
last month, Brown has been criti- 
cized not only for his own short- 
comings, but for Jordan’s as an 
executive, too. Those jokes were 
recycled in August when Jordan, 
now owner of the Bobcats, signed 
off on bringing Brown to Char- 
lotte in what was seen as an odd 
and uncomfortable reunion. 

The laughs aren’t so loud these 
days. While no star, an older and 
wiser Brown has become a start- 


er and key contributor. Playing for 
the veteran minimum of $1.3 mil- 
lion, he’s also one 
of the most cost- 
effective players 
in the NBA. 

The 6-foot-ll 
Brown is averag- 
ing 5.9 points and 
6.6 rebounds. But 
he’s had games of 
12 points and 14 rebounds, and 15 
points and 16 rebounds in the past 
two weeks. “He’s getting better, I 


tell you,” Bobcats interim coach 
Paul Silas said. 

The 28-year-old Brown will 
probably always be known as the 
gaffe for Jordan, who declined to 
be interviewed for this story. But 
Brown has found a way to stick 
around in the NBA for 10 seasons 
by refusing to dwell on his trou- 
bles after becoming the first player 
to skip college and be the first pick 
in the draft. “You can’t see what’s 
in front of you by looking back,” 
Brown said, mike cranston (ap)

At times over roughly the last week, 
Alex Ovechkin has looked exactly 
like the dominant, energetic force 
that his reputation as a player is 
built on. Against the Rangers on 
Monday night, he created scoring 
chances off rushes, crashed the 
net (even sparking a bit of a shov- 
ing match with Martin Biron) and 
had the electrifying presence that, 
well, hasn’t always been out on the 
ice this season. 

Only time will tell whether this 
is the sign of a larger breakout by 
the Capitals’ star left wing, as we’ve 
seen slumps end at various points 
throughout the year, but there may 
be a different feel to Ovechkin’s 
play in recent games. There’s a lit- 
tle more movement, a little more 
oomph, a little more of the quali- 
ties that have made Ovechkin fun 
to watch during his career. 

“To me his speed has increased 
recently,” coach Bruce Boudreau 


said. “His puck handling has 
increased; he’s gotten a little bit 
better.” 

When asked to explain what he 
meant by Ovechkin’s speed increas- 
ing, Boudreau brought up some of 
the main qualities evident on the ice 
when Ovechkin is at his best. 

“He looks quicker. He was 
making moves while he was skat- 
ing, where as before he’d get stiff- 
legged and would try to make 
moves around guys by not moving 
his legs,” Boudreau said. “You saw 
in the second period he got a puck 


at the blue line and he was going 
full speed, made one move, took a 
great shot and I think he missed 
the net with it, but it was a great 
opportunity. That’s what you’re 
used to seeing when you’re talk- 
ing about Alex.” 

For his part, after the game, 
Ovechkin joked when asked wheth- 
er he was his old self 

“What, am I old Ovie?” Ovech- 
kin asked back. “You guys said 
I’m back and like old Ovie. I

Garden Home,” Southem-boy green thumb P. Men Smith dispenses advice on everything from planting 
tomatoes to pruning rosebushes. Now, the weeding and seeding enthusiast shares his recipes for what to cook 
with all the veggies he’s taught people how to grow in, ”P. Men’s Smith’s Seasonal Recipes From the Garden” 
($33, Clarkson-Potter). And, yes, he claims you can dine like a locavore even in the winter. JENNIFER BARGER (EXPRESS) 



Americans forgot they could 
grow their own food for a while. 

Why is it getting popular again? 

I think it’s innate in us. We’re 
hardwired for survival and caring 
for ourselves. The act of grow- 
ing something, even if it’s just 
some herbs, satisfies us on a very 
deep level. 

One of your points in the book is 
that you don’t have to have Martha 
Stewart’s backyard to grow food. 

I hope people realize they have more 
space to grow 
than they 
think. There 
are so many 
ways to grow 
vegetables 
and herbs in 
containers. 
And if you 
cook with a lot of herbs, do the 
math — you can buy a handful of 
plants for $25 and provide all your 
herbs for a year. 

What should beginning gardeners 
plant to get started? 

Well, don’t take on too much, 
because you’ll get discouraged. It’s 
better to start small and have a vic- 
tory rather than tilling the whole 
back 40. Start with some toma- 
toes or lettuce. 

The book has seasonal recipes 
for the middle of winter. 

How does that work? 

Well, it is a challenging time of 
year. Right now, at my farm, we’re 
eating potatoes we grew, and even 
as cold as it gets, we grow pars- 
nips, carrots and leeks under frost 
blankets. 




Ingredients 
» 2 pounds fresh brussels 
sprouts 

» 2 tablespoons white wine 
vinegar 

» 2 tablespoons balsamic 
vinegar 

» 2 tablespoons maple syrup 
a 1 tablespoon coarse-grained 
mustard 

a 1/2 teaspoon salt 
a 1/4 teaspoon freshly grated 
nutmeg 

a 1/2 cup olive oil 
a Cracked black pepper, to taste 



Serves4to6 

Fill a Large bowl with ice and cold 
water, and set it aside. 

Trinn the bottonns of the brussels 
sprouts, discarding the outer Leaves. 

Cut a y4-inch-deep X in the stenn 
end of each sprout (to ensure even 
cooking). 

Bring a Large saucepan of salted 
water to a boil over high heat. Add the 
brussels sprouts and sinnnner for 10 
to 15 nninutes, or until tender, stirring 
occasionally. Be careful not to over- 
cook thenn! 

Plunge the sprouts into the ice 
water to stop the cooking, and then 
drain thenn in a colander. 

Whisk the vinegars, nnapLe syrup, 
nnustard, salt, nutnneg, olive oil, and 
pepper in a nnediunn bowl until thick 
and snnooth. Add the brussels sprouts 
and toss to coat. Transfer the sprouts 
to a serving bowl, and serve at roonn 
tennperature. 

Note: The brussels sprouts can be 
cooked and the vinaigrette prepared 
in advance. Just reheat the sprouts in 
boiling water or in the nnicrowave, and 
then toss thenn with the vinaigrette.

Overcook them. Though, in the 
winter, with a big pan of root veg- 
etables, it’s hard to do that. But 
things like broccoli and brussels 
sprouts — be gentle with them. 
You want them to be tender. 

Which winter vegetable 
gets the worst rap? 

I think that the leek does, and it’s 
time for it to have its moment in the 
sun. And parsnips don’t get credit. 
They’re really good roasted.
